"The police departm ent is re­ 
questing and suggesting a number 
of things—a new radio system, 
cruisers and raises.” Mr. Cunning­ 
ham 
declared. "Now, 
I’ve 
men­ 
tioned to the safety director twice 
already there’s a good spot in this 
town where police could raise a lot 
of money right away quick. 
“I’m referring to all-night gamb­ 
ling!” he said. 
"I hope this hint alone is all 
that's necessary, but if it isn’t— 
something more can be done,” he 
declared. 
"There are different ways of en­ 
forcing a law,” the F irst ward rep­ 
resentative stated, "and I’ve al­ 
ready mentioned this privately to 
the director—about a condition I 
know about and can prove. 
"If the law would be enforced, 
funds would be available for raises, 
cruisers, radio systems and a lot 
of things they never even asked 
for!” Mr. Cunningham said. 
Police Chief Hugh McDermott 
said today that "if money collected 
in fines was turned over to the po­ 
lice force instead of going into the 
ft 
ft 
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general fund we would have funds 
sufficient to buy a radio and other 
equipment.” 
"A statem ent like that coming 
from a councilman who doesn't 
know is just a lot of hooey.” 
That commercial gambling is pre­ 
valent in East Liverpool is Indicat­ 
ed from municipal court and police 
records. 
Court 
revenue 
from 
criminal 
cases under city ordinances during 
1942 totaled $9,456. Of this, $4,082 
was paid in by persons charged 
with gambling offenses, mostly for 
perm itting 
gambling. 
Generally 
fines of $50 were posted some time 
in the last IO days of each month 
by from three to nine individuals. 
Many persons were "repeaters”. 
Court records show one man’s name 
five tim es during the year. Some 
of the names on the records are 
known to be fictitious as they are 
not listed in the telephone or city 
directories yet the persons are well­ 
known local individuals.

Last November word was sent 
ou<t from police headquarters that 
the gambling houses must close. It 
was rumored th at they did close— 
for one night. When It was reported 
they had reopened, police said they 
did not know of it.

Adolf Hitler’s high command 
acknowledged today that Rus­ 
sian troops have entered the 
outer suburbs of Kharkov, the 
great German citadel 400 miles 
west of Stalingrad.

in southern Russia is buckling. 
The German announcement said 
th at there was fighting in K har­ 
kov’s suburbs in which 20 Soviet 
tanks were destroyed. 
The Red armies also were re­ 
ported to have slashed acrose the 
Roatov-Taganrog railway along the 
north shores of the Sea of Azov, 
at the base of the 70-miIe-wide es­ 
cape corridor where upwards of 
200,000 German troops are retreat­ 
ing to the west. 
Dozens Of Towns Taken 
Kharkov is figured as a prime 
bastion in the German winter line 
extending from Orel to Rostov. Its 
fall would remove the last major 
stronghold barring the path to the 
Dnieper river, in the heart of the 
Ukraine. 
The Russian command said Gen. 
Nikolai F. Vatutin’s victorious col­ 
umns liberated dozens of additional 
towns west of the Rostov-Mosoow 
railway in the last 34 hours. 
The Red army command said

three desperate counter-attacks 22 
miles southeast of Kharkov, but 
the Russians "continued

NAPLES RIPPED AGAIN 
BY AMERICAN PLANES 


Two Bomb Hits Are Scored 


On Merchant Vessels

bombers roared 
across the M editerranean in day­ 
light again yesterday to smash at 
Naples and scored two hits on mer­ 
chant vessels. 
The attack, made just before 
dusk, was carried out by B-24 Lib­ 
erators, an American war bulletin 
said. At least four enemy fighters 
were shot down and others were 
damaged. One of the American 
planes was lost. 
Yesterday’s raid was the third 
on Naples by U. S. bombers in a 
week. 
Sunday night, an 
AUted com­ 
munique said, low-flying attacks 
were made on Sicily and southern 
Italy in which damage was inflict­ 
ed on railroad communications. 
Two large Italian bombers were 
reported shot down off Tobruk. 
Flying Fortresses also bombed 
the harbor of Palermo in Sicily 
scoring hits on dock areas, oil 
tanks and a large ship. and R A F. 
Wellingtons bombed the docks at 
Bizerte. 
Allied air raids killed 105 persons 
and Injured 312 Monday in Naples 
and Palermo, the Italian high com­ 
mand reported today in a communi­ 
que re*-ordod 
by the .Associated 
Praas from a Rome broadcast.

Reverses Dogged ‘Wealthiest’ Pottery In 1847

o 
NE of the w ealthiest pottery concerns of early East Liverpool was 
the finn of Woodward, Blakeley and Co., and no more tragic story 
is found in the town's annals thaa the one told of this plant 
John Blakeley, a member of the firm, was the town's richest man. 
He was of English birth, a philanthropist, a devout Catholic and a man 
of unquestionable business ability 
In 1847 ‘Mr. Blakeley, together 
with William Woodward and J’abea 
Vodrey. formed a partnership for 
the manufacturing of Rockingham 
and yellow ware. They purchased 
lot* from Benjamin Moody, College 
and Robinson sts.. erected a small 
kiln and slip house and commenced 
operation*. 
The first chapter In the tragic 
dram a of Mr. Blakeley’s life began 
in 1850 when the pottery was de­ 
stroyed by fire. The owners Imme­ 
diately 
erected 
the 
"Phoenix 
works”, a building 109 by SO feet 
and three stories high. The plant 
contained three kilns and the towns 
people were awed by the ambitious 
efforts of the firm. 
In 1852 the plant was razed par 
tinily by fire. The firm rebuilt, only 
to be caught by the w orst depres­ 
sion 
of 
American 
history, "the 
black years of the 50’s” were so 
filled with economic reversals that 
a legend says only one man in town 
possessed silver money . . . John 
Blakeley. 
Perhaps 
the 
Woodward 
and 
Blakeley plant would have survived 
the depression, but the operators 
were unfortunate In having taken 
a contract to furnish terra-cotta 
decoration for St. Paul’* cathedral 
in Pittsburgh. Price of m aterials 
and shipping doubled after the con 
tract had been awarded, but the 
firm, being composed of honest 
men. delivered the merchandise and 
lost $10,000! It spelled ruin for John

New rules received today show, among other things, that soldier* 
home on leave should npt come to the rationing board for shoe certi­ 
ficates but must have certificates^

signed by their commanding offi­ 
cers. More than a dozen soldiers 
have appeared at the board here 
already attem pting to get special 
certificates for shoes. 
The rationing board grants noth­ 
ing and takes no action in such 
oases.

Reveal ‘DogTrouble’ At Hotel

BERN, Switzerland, Feb. 16—The first details of the transfer 
of 137 American diplomats end journalists from interm ent at Lourdes, 
France, to Baden Baden, Germany, was told Monday in a letter from 
Taylor Henry, 'Associated Press correspondent, who was among those 
interned when the Germans took over southern France. 
"I am writing you my first letter from our deluxe internm ent camp 
at Baden Baden so you may have* 
the address.” Taylor wrote to the 
Associated Press bureau here in 
a letter dated Jan. 21. 
. . We were put on a special 
train at Lourdes last Thursday 
night and left Friday morning at 
7 ‘30 via Bordeaux, Paris, Nancy 
and 
Stras8bourg. 
We 
reached 
Baden Baden at 11:30 a. rn. Sat­ 
urday on schedule. 
"Immediately we were taken to 
a hotel that is one of the most

“But there the merry-go-round 
broke down and it was not until 
Tuesday that the remainder, the 
bulk of our luggage, arrived. One 
or two pieces still are missing. 
. . The greatest incident has 
been the battle of the dogs. Dr. 
Brenner who owns and runs the 
hotel, while professing to Le a 
dog lover, ordered all our dogs— 
12—and

where they would get little care 
and be fed a sort of bran mash. 
"Naturally we dog lovers raised

Straka’s criminal record extends 
back to 1921 and he has been a 
fugitive from the FBI since 1933. 
when he escaped from Guernsey 
county jail after being arrested for 
automobile theft.

DISTILLERS elimination of near­ 
ly IOO brands In Ohio, which rep­ 
resented nearly 30 percent of the 
state’s volume, and 
THE ACTION of some suppliers, 
such as Sherbrook Distilling Co. 
and Tom W alker and Co., in with­ 
drawing entirely from the bottling 
and merchandising field.

DMITTEDLY, th* Income tax return Situation 
is gftrtous on* month before March IS, Among 
many reasons for th* lag in all Internal revenue 
offices thla year, delay prompted by Interest In the 
Ruml plan and hope of Us enactment Is being 
blamed. 
This is unfortunate, lf it is true. It is unfortunate 
because It will add to the already serious complice 
lions of filling out the return and paying what is 
due. But It also happens to illustrate another point 
In favor of th* Ruml plan. 
If taxpayers kept their payments current, there 
would be no last-minute jams for any reason what­ 
ever. Indeed, on the theory that the vast majority 
of them would have no claim for adjustm ent on 
their payment because the payments would be based 
on average experience, it should be possible to elimi­ 
nate a Teat amount of paper work entirely. 
The Income tax has been from Its inception a de­ 
vice for, by and of the government at the expense 
of taxpayers.

SPENT Jim Coffroth’s 69th birthday with him 
at his home In San Diego soma months ago. He 
wa* a sick man then, sicker than he know—a* he 
sat In an arm chair under the trees in his pleasant 
yard, smoking cigarets and taking an occasional 
drink, but bis eyes were bright and his memory 
razor-keen as It ranged back through the yeans to 
the days when he was the undisputed lord of the 
boxing game. 
A few survivor* of the old court of pals th at al­ 
ways surrounded him during his active career were 
present. Afterward they somberly agreed th at Jim 
was not long for this world and they probably were 
not surprised to learn of his death, a few days ago. 
His name may mean little to the younger genera­ 
tion but with the oldsters it stands for a golden era 
of boxing and horse racing. He was a spectacular 
figure in his day, a lusty, gusty fellow of great 
conviviality, good-looking, well-groomed, conversa­ 
tional, of meticulous taste in wine and food and 
never a man to be alone. He traveled in hi* livelier 
period with a group of admiring friends all over 
the world. He used to go to New York for the big 
aport* events with his crowd, set up headquarters 
at the old Hotel Belmont and entertain in a royal 
manner. 
H 
E was there for the Dempsey-Carpentier fight 
to which he bought several thousand dollars 
worth of tickets and never used one. 
On the occasion he had with him his favorite 
singer, Willie “Kid” Nelson, who still lives in San 
Diego working for Baron Long. Jim bought a porta­ 
ble piano for Willie and it was his pleasure to call 
up friends over the country, Including an invalid 
in a San Francisco hospital, at all hours, that they, 
might hear Willie Warble. His telephone bill on 
that occasion was prodigious. 
Coffroth first became famous in sport a* the 
greatest of our fight promoters. He put on all tie 
big championship fights of the period around the 
turn of the century on the west coast. But it was 
in horseracing that he made his money. He did not 
know about racing, but he did know, from experience 
in boxing, of the appeal to the public imagination of 
large sums. 
When he got control of the track at Tia Juana 
in Mexico, he attracted world attention to his enter­ 
prise by inaugurating the Coffroth handicap with 
a purse of $100,000, largest ever offered. Afterward 
It became the Aqua Caliente handicap and Ie now 
the Santa Anita handicap. N either of them a Coffroth 
race, to be sure, hut each a borrower of his original 
Idea In every way. And in the years to come It 
again should be the Coffroth as a memorial to the 
man who brought racing back to the west coast 
on a high plane and paved the way for its legaliza­ 
tion in California. 


W 
HEN “SUNNY JIM ”, eo-called because of fits 
luck in his boxing days with the weather, rem ­ 
inisced it was always of boxing, never racing. He 
was supplanted by Tex Rickard as the top boxing 
promoter and never made any attem pt to return 
to the game though he remained an enthusiast. In 
his latter years Jim turned to books and to travel 
for observation rather than fun and his interest was 
largely historical. 
He telephoned me one day that, he was enroute 
to Boston and asked me to put him in touch with 
one of the natives. With the old Coffroth in mind, 
I noticed Big Dan Carroll, the Boston fight manager, 
to meet my friend and see that he was well enter­ 
tained.

Here I’ve been ready to turn the town 
upside down for him and all he wants to do is to 
climb Bunker Hill with a guide book in his hand." 
It is difficult to reconcile the quiet old gentleman 
who died in hie tree-shaded home in San Diego with 
the warm, colorful, free-handed figure that dominat­ 
ed a generation of sport and whose philosophy of 
life was the sporting says, “It’s all even.” If I had 
to compose his epitaph I think I simply would Bay: 
“He missed nothing."

“This is the first time anything 
like this has happened, and I don’t 
mind telling you I'm good and mad 
about it!” he concluded. 
‘Wouldn’t Have Gone Further* 
Councilman 
S h i n g l e r 
said: 
“Whether we had our meeting or 
not and whether those navy men 
came down or not, that situation 
would not have gone any further 
than it did—for the purpose of it 
was to make council panicky—and 
that it didnt do.

Filter house employes were grant­ 
ed wage increases to bring them up 
to pump station operators’ present 
wages.

The admiral told correspondent* 
that the Germans and Italians lit 
January lost nearly a third of their 
ships In trying to supply their 
forces In Tunisia but he added.
